An Election of Species Requirement was mailed by the USPTO on August 22, 2 0 07. A 
Response thereto was mailed by applicants on September 1 8 5 2007. 

Two Information Disclosure Statements were filed concurrently with the present 
application. The first one listed only prior art that was cited in the International Search Report. The 
second one listed all other material prior art of which applicants are currently aware. 

As stated in the first above-mentioned IDS, "copies of the references cited in the 
International Search Report have been supplied by WIPO to the USPTO. H 

It is noted that attached to the Election of Species Requirement was an IDS returned by the
